ter in the land. 
The following ex- 


tract from tbat of last Saturday 
Bhows the "meat/1 character of the 
articles: 


All workers know that labor in 


other countries is not paid as well 
as it is here. 
But this difference 


could not exist, if the" products of 
50 cent labor in England or Ger- 
many or Canada could be sold freely 
incur markets instead of the pro- 
ducts of $1 labor here. Hence this 
country Compels the employers of 
the 50-cent labor abroad to pay a 
duty for the privilege of selling their 
goods in this market. 
Tbat duty is 


called a tariff. 
If it is made high 


enough to fit the difference in rate 
of wages, so that labor in this conn- 
try cannot be degraded toward the 
level of similar labor in other coun- 
tries, it is called a protective tariff. 
Such a tariff is a defence of Ameri- 
can industry against direct competi- 
tion with the underpaid labor of 
other countries. 
But if it is not 


made high enough to serve that ob- 
ject, it is "a tariff for revenue only" 
—or, in the language of the latest 
Democratic platform, "taxation for 
public purposes exclusively." 
It is 


taxation which is not intended to 
help the laboring people, or to 
pre- 


vent tho depression of wages toward 
the level of Hie overcrowded coun- 
tries of Kurope.
